It is officially announced (says an Express 
message) that the Japanese forces advancing 
towards Liao-yang have occupied Kuan-tien, 
sixty miles north-east of Feng-huang-cheng. 

May 7, and subsequent private 
reports state that the town has since been evacu- 
ated, which means that the advance has been 
continued. It is further announced that another 
force occupied Siu-yen, between fifty and sixty 
miles south-west of Feng-huang-cheng, on 
Thursday. Thus the area bounded by the Yalu 
and- the Liao-tung Peninsula has been swept 
clear of the Russians, who have all retreated to 
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Liao-yang, where they are said to be preparing 
a desperate resistance.

The Sievier Slander: Action.—In Mr. Justice 
Grantham's Court last week, the hearing was concluded 
of the action brought by Mr. Robert Standish Sievier 
agninst Sir James Duke, Bart, to recover damages for 
alleged slander.

From the knowledge which he had 
gathered of the plaintiff in this country and the Colonies, 
he should say Sievier's reputation was extremely bad. 
Among other witnesses called for the defence was Detec- 
tive-Inspector Drew. He said he had known Mr. Sievier 
by sight and reputation for some years, and, speaking as a 
member of the police force, һе should say that the plin- 
tiff's reputation was very bad. In the course of an 
eloquent address to the jury, Mr. Eldon Bankes, K.C., 
appealed to them not to send his client forth to the world 
convicted of the odious charges sgainst him — with the 
brand of Cain upon his brow.

Solicitors Sued for Damages.—in the King's 
Bench Division, before Mr. Justice Өгөх ham and a special 
jury, Mrs. Josephine Beecham, wife of the well-known 
ree brought an action against her former solicitors, 
Messrs. Arnold and Henry White, for damages for alleged 
negligence. . Plaintiff's case was thatin the proceedings 
against her husband, from whom she is judicially separated, 
she did not at first get an adequate amount of alimony 
owing to the negligence of Messrs. White’s managing 
clerks. The defendants denied negligence, and counter- 
claimed for professional services. Several witnesses having 
been examined, Mr. Lawson Walton, K.C., who appeared 
for Mrs. Beecham, said it was apparent that the case had 
arisen through the defendant's misapprehension of the 
pamura views. In these cireumstances the action would 

e withdrawn, The jury then found a verdict for the 
defendants on the claim and counterclaim,and judgment 
was entered accordingly, with costs. 


Balloon Fxplosion in Paris.—Through a balloon 
accident which happened in Paris last week two people lost 
their lives and twenty others were seriously huit. The 
* Burpoon " balloon, containing three aéronant:, was 
attempting to descend, when suddenly, opposite a house 
in the Rue Edouard Robert, there was a loud explosion. 
Flames enveloped the car and entered the windows of the 
house. The three aéronauts jumped out npnseathed. The 
occupants of the house were not so fortunate. Twenty- 
two persons, either in the house or in the street in front, 
were so badly burnt that they had to be taken to the 
hospital. Two of the victims have since succumbed to their 
injuries. They were frightfully burned about the face; 
hands, and legs. An inquiry has proved that the confligra- 
tion was due to the escaping gas from the balloon being 
ignited by the kitchen fires in rooms to which it penetrated 
through the open:windows.

Mr. Lawson 
is seven years older, and is described as an engineer, 
of Lynden Gardens, Hampstead. Earl Desart, the Public 
Prosecutor, occupied a seat by the magistrate during the 
morpinz.. Mr. Muir again appeared to proseeute for the 
"reisury; Mr. Horace Avory, K.C., and Mr. Mathews 
represented Hooley ; and Mr. kin represented Lawson. 
Mr. Jobn Frederick Dixon, ‘secretury of the Dublin 
Distillers’ Com ф spoke to the purchase of certain 
shires by Mrs. Hooley, plunging into a mass of important, 
but uninteresting, figures. Mr. Paine's account at the

HAVE previously had occasion to refer to the 
utility of the pue the Gamekeeper, a monthly 
тре edited by the secretary of the Gamekeepers’ 
enne} Association. It numbers among ts con- 
tributors many men who gain their livelihood on the 
land, and one of these,a practical gamekeeper, bas invented 
a most ingenious trap, of which an Illustration is given. 
If it does all that is claimed for it by the inventor, it 
bids fair to revolutionise trapping, especially in hunting 
countrics. It will be seen that the left jaw of the trap is

fitted with a hinge, and if any creature with à leg thicker 
than that of „а rabbit gets within the compass of the jaws 
its limb receives no more hurt than a smart rap. The 
limb prevents the seeond мин from elosing, the strength 
of the spring is held in eheck thereby, and the ease 
with which a captured dog or fox may escape must 
be seen to be believed. The action of the trap when 
rabbits or vermin get into it is exactly similar to that of 
an ordinary trap, as the jaws close up smartly, and the 
ejna comes right up to its proper place. This trap 
s ЭШ meet with л ready sale for use on estates (and there 
nre many) where the proprietors of the shooting hesituto to 
allow their keepers to set ordinary steel traps, owing to 
dread of injury occurring to foxes or pet dogs. 


Move on Hedging. 


lam glad-to know that the paragraph lately given on 
the formation of hedges proved interesting. ‘The questions 
asked by a Kettering correspondent are rather puzzling, 
bat I have looked up another illustration which shows the 
method of preparing and laying a hedge, a portion of the 
brush being eut off to show the method of wattling; at the 
same time the filling in of a gap is illustrated. en the 
earth is laid up and rods prepared they should be weil 
interwoven. Young strong stakes should be chosen, or in 
the event of there being gaps dead stakes must be 
vided; these ean often be cut out of the wood taken 
the hedge. The wattling should preferably be done 
so-that the brush is placed on tbe side opposite to 
tbat on which the man works, a straight side may thus be 
kept, provided the stakes are set straight: the workman 
sees better the thickness at which he is working when on 
the side opposite to the brush, and operates more freely. 
After the brush is laid it is necessary to put on a header or 
binder, which consists of a. number of thin rods inter- 
woven about the stakes, thus preventing the мэн from

springing up, or from being lifted from between the stakes 
by cattle, In the case of live hedges it is not necessary 
that this be very stout, as in a year or twoit is not needed. 
The binder is put on in the opposite direction to the

wattling—that is, the thick ends are in the opposite 
direction. When the laying is completed, the after- 
management of the hedge should be directed to k 

it in shape. If a hedge is well laid it may be kept 
in/shape for twenty or even forty years by judicious 
thinning, and by keeping. the ground clean at the base. 
Often, however, when the hedge is laid nothing 
further is done, but it is allowed to grow up for a number 
of Тэр to become a — fence in, and has to 
undergo relaying. As a rule, although the practice is a 
common one, high-class hedges are not obtained in this 
way; moreover, the big hedge-growth conduces to corre- 
sponding root-2rowth, which causes the roots to run far 
afield for nourishment. The object is usually either to 
secure wood for other purposes or to provide shelter for 
the animals. 


Work in the Flower Garden. 


The hardening of all bedding-plants, among them the 
really beautiful peony-flowered asters, must now be carried 
out. This is a very important proceeding, and must be 
done carefully and gradually. Perhaps more plants are 
injured and made all but useless through thoughtlessness 
and want of experience in this respect than from any other 
cause, Plants of ull kinds, even perfectly hardy ones, 
when raised and grown in heat require ually harden- 
ing. Great care must be taken in wintering, propagating. 
and establishing a good and creditable stock; but if 
allowed to receive a sudden check, by being prematurely 
exposed to cold, all that care and libour will be in a great 
measure lost. Watering is another important point in 
the cultivation of plants that requires to be judiciously 
executed. In  watering—bedding - plants especially— 
some are careless, treating them 
sort-of way by watering the whole when a portion

only are dry. Now this is not the proper way to 
treat any class of plants. If the grower wishes to be 
successful each one should be examined, and watered or 
not as may be ogee. Ц and “а water only should be 
used, for nothing сай more injurious than cold hard 
water, and no plant will do well for any length of time 
that is constantly supplied with it. If the weather is 
favourable in the last week of the month, some of the 
most hardy plants may be bedded out; but whether this 
can be safely done or not will greatly depend upon the 
nature of the soil, the situation, and locality. Commence 
with caleeolarias, jedem or feather, and 
verbenas, following on with zona! pelargoniums, and leaving 
the more tender and subtropical plants until next 
month. Hollyhocks may also be planted in mixed borders, 
among shrubs, or in beds in sheltered situations. Neat 
stakes should be provided, to which they should be tied 
as they grow. 


Handling Ferrets. 


‘Ferrets cannot be handled too carefully, for a bite which 
one man can afford to ignore may have serious consequences 
for another whose blood is out of order. Ferrets which. 
liave been feeding cleanly are not.so dabgerous in this way 
ав others—that is, if they have been fed upon meat recently 
killed. The danger is if they have been feeding on decaved 
meat, and ticles of it have been carried into the wound 
and left there by the teeth. If this has occurred the 
healthiest man cin hardly escape a sore. A ferret which 
has once bitten a man. is liable to bite azain, and for this 
reason shonld never be trusted; the second bite'is likely, 


too, to be worse (fur worse) than the first. Still, do not 
destroy or diseard a ferret which bites its handler, for-it 
can generally be made into a good rabbiter. 15 is none the 
worse because it is a little fierce. I have seen н man 
fodlish enouglr to place a pet ferret against his cheek, but 
even the tamest ferret should not be trusted there. Nearly 
every ferret will fly at the human eye if it gets a chance, 
and should it succeed in flxingrits teeth the result is likely 
to be disastrous. The nose also affords a tempting oppor- 
tunity to a ferret if held within biting distance, but an 
assault on this organ is likely to be more painful than 
dangerous. Many a man gets well bitten through present- 
ing extended fingers to a ferret, and, after a few experi- 
ences, learns to advance a closed hand till an opportunity.

Preserving Eggs in Lime-Water. 

Although waterglass is preferable for the purpose, ezgs 
may be Been in lime-water рге, as follows: Pour 
about seventeen' quarts of water into an earthenware 
vessel on six or eight pounds of lime, mix well several 
times, and wait until the water becomes quite clear. Then 
run this water over the eggs (previously placed in a 
suitable receptacle) until they are 3 іп, Or 4in. beneath 
the surface, sprinkle with a little quicklime, and close 
the vessel.

Fruit-Trees on Walls. 


The- market man who has many fruit-trees on walls, 
either of brick or in the form of light wooden structures, 
will find much to occupy his time in overlooking the 
various fruit-trees upon them. Perhaps in all the wide 
range of market work no point of vantage is so much 
neglected as this, the result being that the strength of the 
tree is expended and the balance of the sap run destroyed 
by the production of wood.that will presently have to be 
cut away. If this were all the damage it would not so 
much matter, perhaps, but it is not, and this is the point 
that we want to emphasise in this note. The careful man 
will go along his trees, spending an hour at one time and 
perhaps less at another, but a few such “ spare times” 
will enable the man who has the true frui‘ist’s instinct, bv 
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a pinch here and а disbnd there, во to regulate the trees 
that true balance js maintained.
